Congresswoman Eleanor Holmes Norton, 
vice chair of the Public Works Subcommittee on 
Public Buildings and Grounds, today applauded 
this week’s U.S. Appeals Court decision to 
award the lease for the Federal Communications 
Commission headquarters to The Portals project 
in Southwest Washington. The decision came 
after the General Services Administration, on 
behalf of the FCC, had tried to cancel its pro¬ 
curement contract with the Portals’ owners. 

According to the court’s ruling, FCC had 
"engaged in a campaign to scuttle the procure¬ 
ment" because it wanted "to remain ’in close 
proximity’ with ’the offices of the communica¬ 
tions industry representatives.’" The court, 
however, called the government’s reasoning 
"pretextural and incredible" and ordered GSA to 
proceed immediately with awarding a lease to 
the Portals. 

Congresswoman Norton said, "The Appeals 
Court has very appropriately asserted its author¬ 
ity in this case. I doing so, it has averted what 
could be been a dangerous legal precedent - 
allowing federal agencies to arbitrarily and 
illegally cancel procurement contracts." 

The Public Buildings and Grounds Subcom¬ 
mittee has refused to approve any leases for the 
FCC until the Commission agrees to move its

headquarters to The Portals because a competi¬ 
tive procurement as required by law and regula¬ 
tions was involved. Congresswoman Norton 
said, "Given the unconscionable delays already 
incurred, the Subcommittee would expect the 
GSA to take immediate steps to comply with the 
court order and to move expeditiously to final¬ 
ize the lease." 

Parcel 49C Must Still Undergo 
The Approval Process 

"In sum, the injunction merely restores the 
posture of the Government and Parcel 49C 
before the illegal cancellation. Parcel 49C 
must still undergo the approval process." 

The decision, written by Circuit Judge 
Randall R. Rader, was made by a three judge 
panel including Chief Judge Glenn L. Archer, 
Jr., and Senior Circuit Judge Wilson Cowen.

Editor’s Reply 

The proponents contend that the intention 
is/was for the fence to reduce crime and inci¬ 
dents of nuisance. However, its opponents see 
it as socially divisive. 

I asked the Secretary of the ANC, Mr. 
Gottlieb Simon about the parliamentary proce¬ 
dure regarding the fence issue. Commissioner 
Hargrave moved to endorse the board’s applica¬ 
tion for the fence. His motion was defeated - 
consequently, the ANC took no position. A 
summary of the discussion was sent to the Pub¬ 
lic Space Committee of the D.C. Government. 
That committee approved the application. 


This letter is in response to the John Ray ad 
which appeared in the June issue of the South- 
wester. The opinion expressed by the writer is 
not expressly that of the editor. 

Dear Editor: 

If you live in rental housing and are more 
concerned than ever about the outcome of the 
mayoralty and council races this year, you 
should be - especially with the prospect of John 
Ray becoming mayor. Remember the District’s 
Rent Control Law is coming up for renewal in 
1995, and the outcome of the 1994 elections 
could very well determine the survival of rent 
control in the District of Columbia. John Ray 
is the sworn enemy of rent control and tenant 
rights in the District of Columbia. The outcome 
of this election could also determine whether or 
not you, as a tenant, can afford to live here. 
The issue of rent control is of key importance to 
all tenants in the District, and that means ap¬ 
proximately two-thirds of all who live here. 

The District’s rent control law is one of the 
best in the nation. It is a model statute widely 
admired and emulated in cities across the na¬ 
tion. It has helped stabilize the cost of rental 
housing in Washington and in other jurisdictions 
where its key features have been employed. 
What is at stake here is nothing less than the 
affordability of rental housing in the District of 
Columbia. Make no mistake about it, repeal of 
rent control will send the cost of rental housing 
through the roof. As recently as 1989, for 


instance, the Urban Institute found that without 
rent control, rents for apartments, on average, 
would be between $95 and $100 per unit higher 
for three-quarters of all D.C. renters. That $95 
to $100 average increase was in 1989 dollars, 
moreover, which means that the increases would 
be considerably more than that today. 

Make no mistake about Councilmember Ray 
either. John Ray has long targeted D.C. rent 
control for defeat. It is he who sponsored the 
1987 amendments to the rent control law, de¬ 
signed to kill it outright. It is he who currently 
bottles up all current tenant legislation in his 
committee, refusing to hold hearings or let pro¬ 
tenant bills come up to a vote. Don’t be mis¬ 
lead! His ads proclaiming his support for rental 
housing are one of the worst cases of political 
fakery on record. 

A campaign ad states the following: John 
Ray created the Tenant Assistance Program, 
providing government subsidies to help low- and 
moderate-income tenants pay their rent. Be¬ 
cause of this program, nearly 2,000 families are 
able to live in decent and safe apartments. For 
the past three years, he has fought hard - and 
successfully - to save TAP from Executive 
Branch efforts to kill it. John Ray co-authored 
the law prohibiting the conversion of rental 
housing to condominiums unless a majority of 
the tenants want it. He sponsored legislation, 
due for final Council approval, this Spring, that 
will extend this protection indefinitely. If John 
Ray is elected mayor of this city, you can kiss 
rent control goodbye and the affordability of 
housing for tens of thousands of tenants with it. 

Fortunately, there is the D.C. Tenant’s Ad¬ 
vocacy Coalition [TENAC] working for you. 
John Ray does not fool TENAC. TENAC is 
the only non-profit, public service organization 
dedicated exclusively to tenant interests, tenant 
rights, and support for rent control in the Dis¬ 
trict of Columbia. We represent aU D.C. ten¬ 
ants.

From Councilman Evans: 

Plans Underway for 
Southwest Jobs Fair This 
Fall 

Jobs are always at the forefront of both local 
and national politics. In an effort to address 
this issue, I used my contacts and experience to 
host my first Jobs Fair. Held on Saturday, June 
25, the Jobs Fair was so successful that I will 
be holding my next jobs fair in Southwest later 
this year. 

More than 50 corporations, government 
agencies, and small businesses joined hundreds 
of serious and prepared job applicants at Shiloh 
Baptist Church (9th & R Streets, NW). Appli¬ 
cants came seeking entry level positions as well 
as skilled and management level positions. The 
employment menu included secretaries, manag¬ 
ers, computer operators, housekeepers, engi¬ 
neers, building maintenance persons, nurses, 
etc. 

For those seeking to enhance their skills or 
learn how to improve their resumes, the D.C. 
Department of Employment Services conducted 
workshops on becoming more marketable in the 
job market, dressing for success and preparing 
cover letters and resumes. 

Among the companies offering employment 
were the Hotel Association of Washington, 
Riggs National Bank, Giant Foods and the 
Restaurant Association of Metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington. Community organizations and agencies 
from all areas of the District Government and 
Ward 2 attended: C.O.P.E.; MANNA; Ameri¬ 
can Lung Association; D.C. Department of 
Human Services; D.C. Department of Public & 
Assistant Housing; D.C. Commission of Public 
Health. 

These entities took the opportunity to inform 
citizens about how they can volunteer to help 
improve their community and receive free infor¬ 
mation regarding health care and housing issues. 

Ward two businesses also contributed by 
providing refreshments throughout the day. As 
a result of success of the Jobs Fair and the 
ongoing positive input from the community, I 
will sponsor more Job Fairs in other Ward 2 
neighborhoods, including the one planned for 
Southwest. 

I would also like to share with you three 
other Southwest area issues which have been of 
concern to me. 

Tour Bus parking along Main Street and 
Water Avenue. Andy Litsky a resident in 
Southwest informed me that tour bus parking 
has gone beyond designated parking areas, 
particularly on Memorial Day Weekend. Mem¬ 
bers of my staff immediately made Department 
of Public Works, Department of Consumer and 
Regulatory Affairs and the Metropolitan Police 
Department aware of this situation. These 
departments stated they would work together to 
ensure tour buses park only in designated areas. 
I will continue to monitor this situation to en¬ 
sure that it remains under control during Labor 
Day weekend, as well as other times. 

Future Plans for Svphax School. I attended 


ANC 2D’s monthly meeting in July and learned 
the future plans for the vacant Syphax School 
are still uncertain. When I first learned of the 
issue earlier this year, I had June Hirsh of my 
staff coordinate a walk through of Syphax with 
several Southwest residents and Harriet Carver 
from Department of Administrative Services 
(DAS). 

The residents were concerned the grounds are 
not being properly maintained and could create 
a potential hazard to the community. DAS said 
they would maintain the upkeep of the property 
and erect a fence which would prohibit entry. 

In response to the concerns raised at the July 
ANC 2D meeting, I have sent another letter to 
DAS asking for an update on the plans for 
future uses of Syphax, as well as current proce¬ 
dures for site maintenance. I will report in 
future columns on the progress of this inquiry. 

Riverboat Gambling. Finally, as I stated at 
ANC 2D’s July meeting, the Riverboat 
Gambling Initiative proves not to be in the best 
interest of the Southwest community. Although 
the District of Columbia desperately needs new 
means of generating revenue and creating jobs 
for our residents, Riverboat Gambling is not the 
solution. I will continue to voice my opposition 
to this resolution if it is ever place on the ballot 
and urge concerned Southwest residents too as 
well.

Local Tenants Seek to Stem 
the Tide of Crime

A luxury apartment complex management 
and its tenants association met recently to dis¬ 
cuss crime and security. Some tenants of the 
:omplex (which shall remain unnamed for safety 
reasons) felt that the property manager had not 
alcen adequate measures to ensure their welfare. 

There were at least three reported cases of 
irmed robbery on or near the grounds of the 
iwellings. One resident (who did not wish to 
)e identified) said that she and a friend were 
iccosted recently near her home by two teen- 
iged girls. One of the girls brandishing a gun, 
lemanded her friend’s purse. The pair then ran 
)ff without apprehension. Another resident was 
confronted in the lobby of the building and was 
obbed of his wallet. 

Management, according to tenant leaders is 
r ery disturbed by the incidents of crime. They 
re taking immediate actions to rectify the prob- 
sm. Also present at the meeting were Captain 
Charles Fonville and Officer Beverly Medlock 
if the 1st District Precinct. 

They said that overall the Southwest area is 
le least affected by crime in the district. The 
•fficers also gave advice on anti-crime tactics. 
)ne suggestion that seemed to gain a favorable 
ssponse was the formation of an Orange Hat 
atrol. All participating residents and any inter- 
sted neighbors could don orange caps and 
atrol the neighborhood. A uniformed police 
fficer would accompany them on their patrols, 
outhwest has had this kind of patrol in the past 
nd it worked very well. The main problem is 
Exacting new members. Such organizations are 
ighly effective according to the police in stem- 
ling crime.

SWCH Receives Grant 

The Mayor’s Youth Initiatives Office report 
that Southwest Community House has beei 
chosen to receive a $10,000 award in a competi 
tive grant program. The money will fund th< 
SWCH’s "Parent/Family Support and Training’ 
project. 

According to SW House representatives. 
"The goal of this project is to strengthen the 
capacity of parents to reinforce skills and posi¬ 
tive attitudes of their children." The projecl 
involves expanding the on-going Successiteers 
program to include their parents. 

The Successiteers are youths between 12 and 
14, most of whom live in public housing and 
attend Jefferson Junior High. They participate 
in various activities "designed to help our youth 
develop a greater awareness of their worth and 
value to themselves and their community," 
according to Evelina Darlington, who has di¬ 
rected the program the last two years. 

Darlington’s efforts have included pairing the 
youth with mentors. Frequently, she says, the 
parents have asked for some of the same kind o: 
support given to their children. That is why the 
program is now being expanded to include 
parents. 

The program was developed in cooperation 
with the Network for the Enhancement of Self- 
Esteem (NESE). Ruth Perot, NESE President, 
says that NESE will arrange the participation of 
a number of experts. The experts include 
George B. Logan-El, Ph.D., who will provide 
training in "Getting Away Clean," a set of 
techniques for to show youth how to handle 
peer pressure and how to resolve conflicts with¬ 
out violence. 

"This is a much needed program," comments 
SWCH President Gottlieb Simon. "We are 
delighted to receive this additional funding and 
recognition of SW House efforts." 

According to Nancy Ware, Executive Direc¬ 
tor of the Mayor’s Youth Initiatives Office, the 
SWCH grant application selected by her office 
in collaboration with the Washington Parent 
Group Fund and the Fannie Mae Foundation. 


Nominating petitions for District residents 
seeking election as Advisory Neighborhood 
Commissioners are now available in the offices 
of the D.C. Board of Elections, located in the 
One Judiciary Square Building, according to 
Elections Board Director Emmett H. Fremaux, 

Jr. Contests for all 299 ANC Commission 
offices in the District will appear on the No¬ 
vember 8th General Election ballot. 

ANC’s were established in the Home Rule 
Charter in 1974 to provide a means for citizen 
comment on proposals affecting District resi¬ 
dents and their neighborhoods. ANC Commis¬ 
sioners (who serve two-year terms as unsala¬ 
ried, non-partisan officials) are elected by the 
voters residing within each ANC Single Mem¬ 
ber District' (SMD). Each SMD contains ap¬ 
proximately 2,000 residents and is represented 
by its elected Commissioner on one of the city’s 
37 Advisory Neighborhood Commissions. 

To appear on the ballot, an ANC candidate 
must submit the signatures of 25 voters regis¬ 
tered within his or her SMD by Friday, Sep¬ 
tember 9th at 5:00 p.m. Candidates must be 
registered voters, and must have lived within 
the SMD for at least 60 days before filing their 
petition. 

"Qualifying for the ballot is not a complicat¬ 
ed or difficult task," noted Fremaux. "We have 
simplified the process to assist all citizens inter¬ 
ested in participating in this unique form of 
democracy." Services for ANC candidates 
include a brief conference with a member of die 
Board’s staff to answer questions and to outline 
procedures for petition circulation. The Board 
also provides each ANC candidate with a listing 
of the registered voters in the candidate’s SMD, 
a detailed map of the ANC/SMD area, and 
other information materials. The Information 
and Voter Services office, where candidates 
may pick up their petitions, is located in Room 
250 of the One Judiciary Square Building. 
Office hours are 8:30 a.m. to 4:45 p.m. The 
office will also be open on the last Saturday of 
the petition period — Saturday, September 3rd to 
accommodate candidates who wish to file their 
petitions. For more information, the public may 
call the Voter Services Office at 727-2525.
